At the beginning of 1948, the Main Administration of Mountain Farms in 
Croatia was established in Zagreb, to develop stook-raiaing on state farms 
of the aountain type. The Administration has ben farms, which are to become 
large and advanced livestock centers with breeding stock and modern equipment. 
Sheep will be raised most extensively, while a cattle center has been formed 
at Preboje and a "Lipioaneri* horse farm at Goricevac, 

Urn 1949 plan calls for 65,000 sheep on etate mountain farma In Croatia by 
the end of the year. Aboht 159 million dinars will be spent on Imslng and 
barns on the farms. 

Cn all these farms, domsatlo sheep will be cruised with better breeds to 
impr vs the quality of the wool. At Ljubovo in Peruslc Srei and on Plavnlk 
Island, ewes will be orossed with merino rams, while a flock of Xarakal sheep 
is being raised on Losing Island to furnish breeding stock. About 1G,001 ewes 
are expeoted to be bred by artifioial insemination this year. 

All tho mountain farms In Croatia have been established on abandoned land 
which has not been cultivated for years. Besides rich pastures and forests, 
they have mxeh arable land. The farm at Perjasioa has about 130 cadastral Jutro 
of cultivable land, the far* at Brinje 20^et Sadilovac 500, at Preboje 1?6, and 
at Oatarlje 480. Fodder for winter feed and potatoes, which thrive in these 
districts, will be the main crops planted.
